Centre 
ready in 
2014 

The final design, 
transforming the old 
Bradford Library at 100 
Holland Court into a 
Family Health Centre, was 
presented to Bradford West 
Gwillimbury Council on 
June 18 by Bill Lett, of Lett 
Architects. 

“Hus is unique,” Lett told 
Council, describing the 
building as becoming a 
“hub” for the integrated 
delivery of health 
services, with space for 
an independent Blood 
Lab, the Bradford Family 
Health Organization, and 
a Satellite of the Southlake 
Family Health Team. 

The design has been 
completed, the future 
tenants have agreed on 
a colour scheme, and 
the list of pre-qualified 
general contractors has 
been reduced from 29 
submissions, to 8. The 
project, Lett said, will 
be going to tender next 
Thursday, closing in July. 
Construction will start in 
August - with occupancy 
early in 2014, providing 
residents with a family 
health centre in Bradford.

There has been a devastating set¬ 
back for the Marques family, which 
farms approximately 180 acres east 
of Bradford, between the GO train 
tracks and the Holland River. 

A breach in the privately maintained 
dyke on May 25 flooded the rich 
organic farmland - but by patching 
the hole, and slowly pumping down 
the flood water, the family hoped to 
salvage something out of the year. 

Then, around 11:20 a.m. on Father's 
Day, June 16, another section of dyke 
failed, about 25 m. from the original 
breach, flooding the land again. 

“We’re back to square one," 
said Holland Marsh Drainage 
Superintendent Frank Jonkman Jr., 
who initially brought in equipment 
and pumps from the Holland Marsh 
scheme in an effort to assist the local 
farmers, after the first breach. “It’s 
completely under water again. It 
looks like 3 weeks ago. It looks like 
we’ve done nothing." 

“The whole demoralizing thing - we 
had a brief window of opportunity,” 
said John Marques, who farms the 
land with his family, to try to plant 
a crop of carrots. “I put another 
40 acres in Saturday. Then Sunday 
morning... the whole thing flooded 
again.” 

Said Marques, “It’s gone. The year’s

including losses, and the cost of 
pumping. He added that, in 35 years 
of farming the area, “Tve never seen 
water levels this high this time of 

There has been speculation that 
the historically high water levels in 
Lake Simcoe, combined with rain 
and high winds, contributed to the 
collapse of the dyke. 

The Town of Bradford West 
Gwillimbury has already called on 
the Ministry of Municipal Affairs 
and Housing to declare the area a 
disaster, and the Ontario Ministry of 
Agriculture and Food to authorize 
emergency repairs to the dyke 
system, without waiting to go 
through the entire drainage tribunal, 
engineering and appeals process. 

Tve been on the phone with 
OMAFRA,” said Jonkman. “We’ve got 
to get this emergency authorization 
to rebuild. We have to rebuild the 
entire dyke system. At a quick guess, 
it’ll take us four months.... It’ll take 8 
to 10 days just to get the water out." 

He confirmed that the farmers are 
"done for the year. They’ve missed 
their opportunity to get anything 


in. There’s no way they can salvage 
the year” - and are facing huge 
costs, unless the area is designated 
a disaster and a fundraising relief 
committee is established. 

Mayor Doug White toured the area 
of the new breach. "This reinforces 
the argument we made with those 
2 recommendations (to declare 
a disaster area). Just imagine 
the heartbreak... It’s absolutely 


White said the Town had sent 
an update on the situation to the 
Ministry on Monday, hoping to 
give the process “a shove’; and put 
steps in motion to rebuild the dykes 
and repair the damage to the fields, 
which were strewn with huge peat 
“boulders’; clay and stones after the 
first flood. 

The Mayor noted that the 
farm, located at the south entry 
to Bradford, is a symbol of the 
Town’s agrarian roots. "For that 
to go underwater - it’s financially 
devastating, it’s symbolically 
devastating. We have to get the 
government to approve this as soon 
as possible."

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A National Champ in Bradford 


When Sandi Dickson (then Horton) was in Kindergarten, 
she wrote to Santa Claus, asking him to bring her a crying 
baby doll - and a bowling alley. 

The bowling alley wasn’t delivered that year, but Dickson, 
who has had a life-long love of 5-Pin Bowling, is now the 
owner of Bradford Bowl, on 
Holland St. West. She is also 
the top-ranked female 5-Pin 
Bowler in all of Canada, after 
winning the Canadian Open 
5-Pin Bowling Championship, 

May 29-June 1 in St. John’s, 

Newfoundland. 

Dickson credits her parents 
with instilling the love of the 
game. “My mum and my dad. 

My dad was a big 5-pin bowler. 

He was the President of the 
Master Bowlers Association 
of Ontario for 15 years,” she 
says. “It was always his and my 
dream to own a bowling alley." 

He passed away before that 
dream became a reality, but he 
was very much in her thoughts 
as she competed in the Nationals. 

Dickson was the 2nd oldest bowler in the Open 
competition, and she finished Day 1 in 9th place, after 10 

By the end of Day 2 and another 10 games, she had 
moved up to 5th place. Day 3, she was in 4th place - giving 
her a berth in the Finals. 

“I had to be in the Top 5 to do the stepladder” - which 
meant another gruelling series of games. In fact, Dickson 


had to beat the 1st place Round Robin team, not once but 
twice, to secure the title - but she never gave up, in her 
come-from-behind win. 

It’s her first Open Championship, not her first gold medal. 
She’s been Ontario champion before, and has won 4 

singles and 8 team medals, over the years. 
She’s also provided inspiration and 
coaching to the Youth League that bowls 
at Bradford Bowl on Saturday mornings, 
and that has racked up some pretty 
impressive achievements of its own. This 
year, there are five new banners added to 
the collection that hangs on the wall of the 
ing alley - for Jr., Sr. and Bantam Boys, 
and Girls teams. 

Dickson is a strong advocate of 5-pin 
bowling - that uniquely Canadian sport 
invented by Tommy Ryan in 1908, that she 
compares to Curling, in its finesse and skill. 
“It’s a cheap enjoyment that a whole 
family can do together," she says - healthier 
than sitting and playing video games, and 
cheaper than the movies. “You can just 
a good, fun time.’’ 

Dickson went to the Nationals unsure of 
how she’d fare in competition against the younger bowlers, 
ranked Best in their provinces. 

Usually, mom Betty Horton accompanies her to 
championship games, but this time it just wasn’t feasible. 
For one thing, air fare to St. John's was “a litde much.” 

Even so, she felt the presence other mom, dad Tom 
Horton, and stepdad Bruce Bursey - also a strong 5-Pin 
bowler - at her side. And with that kind of motivation and 
support, husband Scott told her, she was sure to win.
